Waters: of China, said:— Our newly ac- 
“quired rights are clearly defined in Re- 
* gulations 1 and 2;:and I feel’ confident 
“that H.M. Minister will see that any 
. “British subject is compensated for any 
- . os he may suffer should the Chinese, 
~. “ officials by any illegal act obstruct him 
“in the enjoyment of these rights.” We 
are not aware what grounds Mr. Brenan 
had for his statement, but we regret that 


he ig not now in Canton, as.an opportunity - 


would be afforded him of testing his cou- 
fidence in the British Minister. We learn 
from reliable sources that the decision of 
the Customs Authorities to which we have 
so frequently referred—namely, o vessels 
running between two treaty ports canvot 
register for inland waters—is being enforced 
and. that in the case of some British vessels 
running on the West River the permit or 
‘certificate issued to them by. the Customs 
allowing them to trade on inland waters 
has: been withdrawn; and, moreover, it 
would appear that scant grace has been 
accorded them to make the arrangements 
necesanry to meet the changed order of 
things. It is stated that n mistake was 
made in ever issuing the certificates to these 
vessels and that they must be withdrawn 
at once. 
_ The first intimation that Shanghai got of 
the restrictions with which it was intended 
to hamper the opening of these waters was 
from our leader of the 26th January, but 
we cannot suppose that the difficulty of 
reconciling the Supplementary Regulations 
igsied by the Customs with the levy of 
duty and a half on domestic trade between 
treaty ports can have escaped the notice of 
Mr: Brenan, for in his trade'report for 
Canton in 1897 he particularly calls at- 
tention to the injustice and .absurdity of 
taxing native cargo 7+ per cent. simply 
because it is steamer borne, and he then 
adds, “the injury thus caused will become 
“more apparent when, as promised, all 
“inland waters shall have been opened to 
“steam navigation.” The promised open- 
ing of waters has taken place, anid 
‘what is the result? The only people who 
had the enterprise to attempt to take ad- 
vantage of it are now informed that their 
vessels are not eligible because they run 
between two treaty ports. Their rights are 
- .withdrawn at a ‘moment’, ‘ notice, their 
traffic thoroughly disorganized, and a cor- 
reapers financial loss inflicted on them ; 
and all this because they attempted to do 
whut—if the opening of waters has any 
meaning at all—any vessel has the right to 
do, and that is, go anywhere where (there 
is water to float her. We'by no means 
infer that any evasion of revenue should 
be allowed or must of necessity. follow. Some 
S, uaeeae in the way of taxes ig necessary, but 
ét'it be known and published-what that pay- 
meiit‘is and let it be enforced on all weasels 
alike. -Ifthe Customs would*recognize that 
fact and. proceed to act on it, the whole of

when it is a case of applying restrictions to 
foreign vessels. Clause 5 of. the Supple- 
mentary Rules says:—‘‘ Cargo shipped on. 
“ Native boats to be towed by steamers is to 
“be on the same fovting as regards Duty 
“payment as steimer ¢argoes,”’ and we 
challenge the Customs at Canton to show us 
a single case in which steps are heing taken 
to- enforce this rule. Hundreds of native 
béate, towed by steam Inunches, radiate 
daily, in all directions from that port, and 
up-to date not a single package of cargo 
carried in these native boats has had duty 
levied on it in accordance with what would 
be charged if a foreign stenmer attempted 
to carry those same goods. The Customs 
are perfectly well aware that the whole of 
this traffic should properly come under their 
administration, but the interest «hich the 


‘provincial authorities have iu maintaining 


the present state of things -has proved too 
strong for them. We have no objectidn to 
the susceptibilities of the provincial officials 
being considered as much as possible, but 
when ‘they clash with foreign interests and 
the best interests of the Chinese themselves 
it is ear the duty of the administration 
which prides itself on being the only honest 
one of the country to step in and insist on « 
fair field for evenyone. ‘The Custo.ns have 
decided what is to be done in the case of 
foreign vessels and acte-| on their decision 
promptly.

It-is a matter of regret that Sir CLAuDK 
MacDonatp should have inserted such 
vague expressions as he did in the Regula- 
tions, He seems to have been under the 
impression that once he had made a few 
amendments the whole thing was finished 
and that all the shipowner and merchant 
had to do was to go ahend—the one to run 
his steamer, the other to ship his goorls by it.

He was actuated by 
a:desire to snfeguard what he thought were 
the interests of British merchants and their 
goods, and thought to do it by the insertion 
of the words “Treaty Tariff.” In the press 
and rush at Peking we can well understand 
that his main idea was to get the} waters 
opened and leave the details to be|settled 
afterwards, and it seems a greni pity he did 
not follow this idea out.

Works, who expresses. disappointment. that. - 
the work has not yet been commenced. Mr. 
GersHom Srewarr, one: of the chief pro-, 
moters of the Rond scheme, hus replied ina. 
letter which appeared in -yesterday’s issue, 
in which he lays the- wtiole blame: for :the - 
delay on the Public Works department. . 
Mr. Ormesy, however, has been, wo. infer, 
ready to proceed with work on the road, 
but not on the particular section which the.

OBSTRUCTIVE TACTICS OF THE 
CHINESE GOFKRNMENT.

The invertebrate yet obstructive Govern- 
ment at Peking aprears to be growing more 
difficult to deal with as time goes on, The 
pewer of the Enprees suffers no diminution, 
but that of the officials is a constantly 
varying quantity owing to the cprice of 
Her Majesty or the intrigues of the man- 
darins. At the present moment it is most 
distinctly clear that the officials highest in 
favour are those who are most markedly 
anti-foreign in their proclivities. -But for 
an wholesome fear of difficulties with the 
Foreign Ministers it is extremely probable 
that only the most violent ‘reactionaries 
would obtain employment under the Em- 
Press and her satellites. ven the wise 
and egotistic woman of Peking is not dis- 
posed to deliberately and openly flout the 

oreigu Ministers. She would like to set 
them at defiance, and she would fain put 
them first by the ears in order that she 
night subsequently do the, other thing. 
But this game, which has answered so well 
for so many years, is not so practicable now. 
Although the Powers are as jealous of each 
other as ever they have now no anxiety or 
doubt as to the impotence of China, and 
there is an unexpressed understanding 
among them that it would be folly o 
quarrel over the-flabby carcage which it is 
nu oue’s interest to see regularly carven. It 
is one thing tosnip a corner out here or there 
for strategic or commercial proposes; it is 
quite another to seriously consider the 
formal division of this huge empire. As 
we have indicated, the political situation in 


the Far East has greatly changed, ‘and’ 


the Chinese Government can no longer hope 
tu play off one Treaty Power against another. 
While, however, the Empress has to re- 
cognise thia fact, she is aware that she can 
go some distance in the “pin prick ” direc- 
tion. She has found out that in some mat- 
ters she can make herself unpleasant. She 
can appoint obnoxious mandaring to the 
Tsunogli Yamen; she can show favour to 
officials who have been disgraced for anti- 
foreign proclivities; she can promote men 
who have fallen under the ban of the British 
Minister Plenipotentiary ; and she can in- 
sult, humiliate, and degrade officials who 
have shown a tendency to promote reform or 
the adoption of foreign improvements in any 
department of State.

In that writ there was a claim against first do- 
fendant for accounts with reference to extra and 
additional works done on the contract and for 
payment of whatever was found to be due to him 
on tho taking of the accounts. Against second 
defendant only, there was a claim for damages 
for refusing to give certificates iu respect of 
extra works and additional works, and there 
was a claim against both defendants as regarded 
costs and general relief. ‘I'he petition -was 
filed on the 6th October, 1-98, and the order 
to amend was made on the 25th November, 
1898. As to the petition, paragraphs ong, two, 
three, four, five, and six were immaterial, 
but in paragraph. seven plaintiff alleged that 
when the houses were nearly complete second 
defendant, by the authority of first defen- 
dants, ordered certain departares from the 
original plans which involved considerable alter- 
tions and additions and were altogether outside 
the terms of the contract, which rendered the 
completion of the work by the 3lst Decembor, 
1897, impossible and put plaintiff to considerable 
trouble and expense. With reference to that 


allegation, it showed no cause of action. bucause |

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HUNOURING A WELCH FUSILILK. 


GALLANT ATTEMPT TO S\VE LIFE. 


PRESENTED WITH THE HUMANE 
SOCIETY'S MEDAL. 


An interesting ceramony was witnessed at 
Murray Barracks on Satarday morning. when 
Corporal Almond. of the Royal Welgh Fusiliers, 

was presented with the Royal Humane Society's 
medalfor a gallant attempt'to save life wheu the 
Regiment wus stationed at Crete last year. The 
Regiment paraded at half-past ten. On Cor- 
poral Almond:being called out from the ranks. ° 
Colonel MAINWARING suid—Corporal Al- 
mond, I have received a letter from the Adju- 
tant-General of the Horse Guards desiring ma 
‘to transmit for preseutation to the person 
named in the margin (Corporal Almond) a 
bronze medal und certificate which have been 
awarded to him by the Royal Humane Society 
and to acquaint him that the medal may be 
worn with uniform. The presentation of this 
-medal is also to be made in as public a manner 
as possible as an honourable mark of distiuction. 
It gives me very great pleasure indeed, Cor- 
poral Almond, to present to you this medal.  [t 
is perhaps, with the exception of the Victoria 
Cross, the most Lonourable medal that a man 
can wear. Everybody cau get medals aud de- 
corations even for active service, but they may 
never be nearer the front than the line of com- 
munication or the base hospital. But this medal - 
means that the man who gets it has shown great 
presence of mind, great proioptitude, and must 
also have risked his own life. Lt is, in fact noth. 
ing more or less than the civil Victoria Cross. 

To those of you who do not remember or do not 

know the circumstances, [ will tell you. Iu 

June last Corporal Almond was a patient in 

hospital, and there were soine Italian soldiers 

bathing on the rocks some little distance below, 

Those of you who were there can remember 

the place. It was very deep, there were some 

nasty rocks, aud a good sea on, Corporal 

Almond noticed one of these soldiers was in 

very great distress, and observing thut none of 

the other Italians were guiuy to his assistance 

Corporal Almond at once ran out of the hos- 

pital and endeavoured fo save this man. He 

disappeared, but Corporal Almond dived several 
times and struck his head very severely against 
one of the rocks. He received a very bad cut 
and bled a good dead. but he dived again, Un- 
fortunately he was not successful iu getting the 
man, and the body was not recovered for several 
days. The Ifalians themselves were so struck 
with the act that they promised to send a medal 
from Italy; it has not been received. When 
the matter came to my notice, [ seut home a 
letter to the Humane Society and they decided 
that if was such a gallant action that he was 
entitled to a uiedal; and they have sent the 
medal and the War Office has decided tirat the 
act was such as to entitle him to wear this 
medal. Everybody in the battalion, officers aud 
men, Corporal Almond, hope and wish that 
" you may have long life to wear this medal, and 
your friends and family will keep this ever as a 
remembrance of your gallant act. It is also 
very gratifying to me-as Commanding Officer, 
that Corporal Almond is not the only recipient 
of this Humane Society medal. Private Par- 
sons already wears this medal for saving life, and 
Private Fleury was awarded the parchment, al- 
though the more I think of it the more 1 am 
convinced he ought to bave the medal. It is 
also gratifying to remember that since the Re- 
giment has been here there have been no less 
than two cases of life saving. I think the spirit 
is just the same now as it.ever was. Our young 
men of the present day are just as good men as 
any men in the Marly days, and I trust that gal- 
lant. spirit many remain. Corporal Almond, 
ob. pa this medal to your breast.

‘The books were in his 
charge and’ defendant had -access to them. 
Chinese were not allowed to. make entries in ~ 
the pass book, but sometimes when-there was: a 
rush the Chinese. would make sn entry on the 
debit side when a depositor wished to withdraw 
money, but never on the creditside, 26-2 - , 

In reply to Mr. Hastings, witness said defen- 
dant resigned his position as shroff at the Bank 
towards the end of: May, so that at the time . 
the seizure was made he had been a week or ten 
days out of the employment of the bank. Ex- 
hibit A (a pass book) was never issned by the 
Bank to any of the customers. He was convinced 
that the writing in.the book . was in defendant's 
hand. He could not say whether the signature 
“ Y, Kwan” was in defendant's handwriting. It 
did not look like it. ‘I'he agency nt Canton had 
recently had instructions not to pay on Hong- 
kong Bank books without rectification for 
Chinese accounts, but the probability was that 
a white man would get credit. He had never 
heard of any agent paying on the signature of 
a Chinaman. There was no account in his 
books iu the name of Yuog Kau Tsai, . There- 
fore the book marked A did not refer to an 
acco.nt iu their bank. books He could not tell 
the reason why a search was made in defend- 
ant’s house by the police.” Hehad never beard. 
He did know who instructed the police. : He 
did not hear that defendant was suspected of 
anything. He did not know what the’ police 
were seurching for. He knew that of late the 
Bank had been defrauded of the sum of $30,000 
by means of a forged document relating to a 
telegraphic transfer. He did not know whether 
that was the reason why a search was made in 
defendant's house, but it probably was He was 
not aware that anything was found connecting 
defendant with this fraud. What was fouud 
was the Bank-book produced. 

On being.re-examined tet ry. Gedge, witness; 
said he could not'tell whether the name of 
Kwang iu the book produced was written by 
a Chinaman or not, The reason for the in- 
structions to Cantou not to pay on Hongkong 
Bank books with out reotitication for Chinese 
accounts, was on account of a fraud committed 
at Cauton.

On the 7th June Yeung Cheung Un, alias 
Yeung Kwan, was placed in the dock ut the 
Magistracy on a charge of stealing a bank book, 
the property of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, and was remanded until the 14th, bail 
of $2,060 being accepted. He had no,sooner 
been released than he was re-arrestéd and 
charged that ou or about the month of May, 
1899, he wilfully and with intent to defraud did 
make certain falseentriesiu a Hongkong Savings, 
Bank pass book, the property of the Hongkong” 
and Shanghai Banking Corporation, he being 
then employed as a clerk, officer, or servant in 


At the Police Court on the 9th June Mr. 
Gedge appeared for the prosecution and Mr. 
Hastings for the defence. 


Detective Sergeant Collett said—I arrested 
the defendant at 12.20 p.m. outside the Police. 
Court on a charge of falsifying a pass book 
belougiug to the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation. I found the pass buok 
shown me in a small box in the second cubicle 
from the ball on the secoud floor of No. 32 
Aberdeen Street. Defendant was absent at the 
time. I waited till he came in. He could not 
see me on first entering. I heard some one in 
the hall; I heard lend talking. I came ont 
from the cubicle. I could see into the front 
hall, I saw defendant take off his jacket and 
throw it into a chair. I went to the hall, De- 
fendant said to me in the hall, “This is Lau 
Wai Chun’s affair. I don't cave; he has no 
proof.” This was said in English. That was 
all that passed. I had placed the book on a 
table in the hall. I took up the book and began 
to take it out of the onvelope. Defendant said 
immediately, “Oh, that money is not in the 
bank!; it is 81.400 that I paid to my son, Yeung 
Kau Tsai, at the beginning of last month.” He 
added, ‘Iam keeping this book as a memo 
book, The signature is mine; it is Wai Kwan- 
My name is Yeung Kwan“ 

George Henry Noble Sexton said—I am an 
assistantinthe Hongkong and Stanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation. I am in charge-of the Savings 
Bank branch. The book shown is a pass book 
belonging to the Savings Bauk. It is used for 
making and withdrawiug deposits from the 
Bank, which issues the book to a depositor 
upon a deposit being made. When the account 
is closed tbe book is pul away with other old 
books in the Bank. I know defeudaut. He is 
a shroff in the bank in the Saviugs Bank 
Department. During May he trad access to 
i deposit. books. He is employed under me 
Defendant has not so far as [ know a deposit 
account with the Savings Bauk. [ cannot at 
present say whether Yung Kau Tsai has a 
deposit account in the Savings Bank. [ believe 
the writing in the book is the defendant's writ- 
ing. Itis my duty to make the entries. The

THE SECOND ENGINERR OF THE “ZAFIRO”

‘i STEAMEK.

the seventh vessel Jaunched by the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company glided into the 
harbour in the presence of a large party of 
Jadies and gentlemen, including Mr. and Mrs.

It is ox- 
pected that she will be ready to start for the 
West River in a fortnight.

The Hon. R. D. Ormsby, Director of Public 
Works, in his report for 1893 says :— 

Sir William Robinson, G.C.M.G., in a speech 
made shortly before he left the colony, described 
Victoria as the best drained City east of Suez. 
but the best drained city in thy world might 
‘guifer from bad smells and worse evils if the 
drains and sewers were misused, and without 
admitting that Hongkong, considering its 
densely. packed population, suffers mach in this 
respect, it is the fact that the Chinese do mis- 
use the. drains, and this is usually the cause of 
‘Such complaints as from time are made. This 
refers to. well grounded complaints, not to those 
made by thoughtless and iguorant speakers or 
irresponsible writers, who seem to think it 
clever,.or a sign of superior knowledge. to 
decry. the Hongkong system of sewerage and 
drainage. ~ 2 

In Hongkong a perfect system of pipe sewers 
has‘ been laid, of sufficient capacity to carry sul- 
lage water.from the houses, and practically all 
houses. are now connected with these xewers by 

properly trapped house connections of glazed 
- earthenware pipes. .The intention was, and-the 
hope.is, that all sewage from the houses. would 
rapidly find its way to these sewers, and by them 
to the outfalls in the harbour, and by the bene-

should enter these drains, so ill suited to carry 
them to the sea. 

Now as to their misuse. Mr. Drury, who 
has been in charge of the drainage and sewer- 
age of the City during the past year, writes :— 

“ [ cannot report favourably on the condition 
of the storm drains, in which it appears to me 
betweeu ¢th and 4th of the city sewage still, 
flows. These drains, already condemned for 
this purpose, are entirely unfit for the convey- 
ance of any foul waters.” 

He then goes on to speak of the escape of 
gases through “storm gullies,” causing the bad 
smells occasionally complained of, and describes 
how he has found it neceszary to carry up ven- 
tilating shafts from these storm drai:s, which, . 
if not misused, would require nothing of the 
sort. Describing their misuse he says— 

* Having reported on the state of the storm 
drains generally, I will trace the manner in 
which sewsge enters them and suggest a remedy |; 
for the same. ‘The Chinese throw much of |: 
their sullage water into the street channels, |: 
this flows to an intercepting gully, when it 
should go to the sewers, but in the cases of a 
blockage of this gully (a most common occur- 
rence) it overflows into*the storm gully und 
thence into the storm drain, which it fouls.” 

One suggested remedy is that the mainten- 
ance of all sewers, storm drains, and gullies 
should be under one control, instead of as at pre- 
sent divded between the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the Sanitary Board. It is now t» the 
Scavenging Contractor's interest to allow sew- 
age and rubbish to get into the storm drains 
and sewers, when the work and expeuse of re- 
moving it falls on the Publis Works Depart- 
ment. Mr. Drury thinks that if this depart- 
ment was repunsible for the effective working 
of the whole of the separate system with a snit- 
able staff of everseers for supervision better re- 
sults would ensue. At present he can only hope 
that by prosecuting the scavenging contractor 
for permitting his coolies to ullow garbage to 
block the intercepting gullies and pass into the 
sewers and storm drains, or still worse to dump 
rubbish direct into the storm drains : at in the 
end the contractor will find it cheape. to have 
his work done properly, In one case, lately 
tried in the Police Couat a tiae of $59 was im- 
posed on che Contractor. ~ ; 

It is clear, however, that the sewage system | 
is not at fault, and that what occasionally leads : 
to complaint is the improper use of the old’ 
storm drains. 

Looking beyond minor details and to thej| 
general results of the great works carried out | 
by Mr. Cooper under Mr. Chadwick’s advice, 
Victoria is undoubtedly a well drained city, the: 
proof of which is the low death rate from 
zymotic «diseases and the almost total absence of . 
diptheria—the disease of all others clearly trace-, 
able to a bad system of sewerage.- 7

“drought towards the end of the year caused 
_ some.of-them to hreak up rather badly, but o1 
other: hand the year had been free, from heavy 
and destrtiotive rainfall. An experiment was 
made in surfacing » portion of Queon's Road 
with the hard blue crystalline gneiss of which 
there is ‘abundance in the colony instead of with 
friable white granite. ‘lhere is no doubt that 
the:life of a road laid with the firstnamed stone 
wonld' be much longer, and the streets so sur- 
faced much eleaner in wet weather. The road 
80 treated is wearing well, but the trial was not 
a fair’one, as it was found impossible to roll in 
and ‘consolidate the metal with stone rollers 
drawn by coolits, and. consequently an undue 
quantity of disintegrated granite and sand 
was laid over the stone, ‘he contractor found 
that the cost of breaking the blue stone was 
double the cost of breaking the granite, a clear 
proof of the superiority of the former as 
g road material. Both these difficultics have been 
overcome by the purchase of a mechine stone 
breaker’ and the ordering of a. ten-ton steam 
road roller from England. The former has been 
at work of Keonedy Town for s short time with 
very satisfactory results, many tons of the blue 
stove being broken at about the same cost as 
. the goftest granite. ‘The steam road roller has 
arrived from England. and there is every reason 
to expect that in afew years the condition of 
the roads, when covered with a thoroughly 
consolidated layer of hard clean stone. blinded 
with grit of the same nature, will be greatly 
improved. A common complaint against 
machine stone crushers is the large quantity of 
fine grit formed in the process. This will be 
no drawback here, as the grit from this blue 
stone is a perfect material for concrete on foot- 
’ paths and in places where a fine but not. slip- 
pery surface is required. : 
Lime concrete is found to be a bad material 
for any road exposed to ek! traffic; it quickl 
wears into deep holes, and a lime concrete road- 
way patched-is by no means satisfactory. For 
roads suchas the New Praya a heavy coating 
of macadam overlying a solid foundation of 
larger stone, thoroughly consolidated: to a 
smooth surface by the steam roller, will last 
much:longer and prove far easier to repair. —

Sir,In Mr. Ormeby's report published in 
the Hongkong Government Gazette of 10th June 
the following words occur :— 

It was hoped that the close of 1893 would 
have ‘shown good progress made with the 
Victoria Jubilee Road. Plans aud estimates 
were ready in June and by. December. fully 

7six miles should have been well in hand, 
_ but delays such as are apparently insepar- 
able from. all works projected in. Hong- 
kong have blocked the way in this case 
and the Nirst sod’ is as yet unturned. The 

Public Works Department having no end in 
view bat the public good feel much disappointed 
and disueartened at tliis apparently unnecessary 
delay” — 

Tt is difficult to understand what Mr. 
‘Ormsby means by the above statement. ‘Vo 
whom has the delay been due but the Govern- 
ment themselves? The resolution approving 
of the-two memorials {o celebrate the Jubilee 
were passed on 26th April, 1897. and the 
foundation stones of the Hospital and t‘oad 
wera laid in Jane of that year. ‘he survey of 
the Road was not taken in hand till November, 
1897; Whose fault was that? Even then it 
was undertaken by a urilitary surveyor and 
not by the P.W.D. Had the’ P.W.D. been 
zealous the survey would have been finished 
before then and the winter of 1897 would. 
have seen the Roa i well ou its way. As a matter 
of fact the survey was not completed until the 
summer of 1898 andduring the winter of [89% no 
work was done at all. With the above rate of 
progress it is interesting to compare thatat which 
the railway line to Canton has been surveyed 
during the last two or three months, and the 
distance is 125 miles. 

With the plague again amougst us and ‘a 
general craving expressed to let in more fresh 
air upon China ‘Town it seems a pity that the 

- Government do not give the poor who live 
“ont west a chance of getting some fresh 
air outside, if their houses do not permit of 
it when they are at home. ‘Lhere is plenty 
-of good fresh air to be got at the south side of 
the island, especially at the mouth of the 

Sulphur Channel, daring the summer. 

It is difficult to attach much weight to the 
whispered military objection, as our late Gen- 
‘eral assisted at the Jubilee proceedings and 
said nothing in the way of disapproval. He. 
‘further, administered the Government for some 
months after the departure of Sir William 
Robinson and made no objection of any kind to 
the Jubilee memorials. It is well to bear 
in mind that in 1891, when the sea level 
road: was considered and only not brought 
ta successful issue owing to want of money, 
the military authorities then not ouly raised no 
objections; but approved of it; and our fleet out 
here is a much stronger fleet than ever it was 
before. - ;

Between Bay View 
and the Metropole the road after rain is con- 
verted: into a ricksha trap, for if any ricksha 
gets a little past vither of these two popular 
resorts on the section in question it takes half 
‘an hour's desperate struggle fo do the next 
quarter mile, A frieud of mine told me to-day 
that during the wet weather be engaged thw 
champion ricksha man on thé road and when 
hé arrived at thid°point he came to almost 
-@ dead stop and nuuibérs of foot travellers passed 
him. . The misfortune of this section of road 
is not too little repairs. but too much, for re-

and with a preliminary paucity of water supply 
the fire gained a strong hold. The utmost en- 
deavours were used to prevent the flames from 


spreading. but ali proved unavailing, and one | 


by one the flimsy and dangerous fabrics de- 
signatel dwelliugs in this congested quarter col- 
lapsed, until] at uine.o'clock the police estimated 
that, at least fifty houses were doomed, The 
heat was terrific aod it was a'matter of dar- 
ing to approach even within measurable 
distance of the burning pile. The inflam- 
mable structures~ tumbled like matchwo d, 
until the portion of the Foochow Road where 
the fire occurred and the thoroughfares 
intersecting were strewo with charred and 
blazing timbers, rendering the efforts of police 
and firemen difficult and hazardous in the 
extreme. At 9.25 a noticeable check on the 
progress of the flames had been obtained, buat 
still the affair was oue of the gravest aspect. 
The preatest excitement prevailed amongst the 
Chinese iu the immediate vicinity who, chary 
to the last, were visibly mindtal of the safety 
of their belongings. Captuin Superintent Pat- 
tissan, Capt. Mackenzie, Chief Inspector Ho- 
ward and the whole of the available polica 
officers were in attendance, and complete order 
wus maintained notwilhstauding the xeriouspess 
of the outbreak. At ten o'clock the firemen 
had the conflagration practically extinguished 
and only the burning debris to cope with.—N.

Have you heard unything of the following 
incredible rumour? It was told to me in all 
seriousness the othér day in Tokyo, by an in- 
flnential personage in those veracity and trust. 
worthiness I place implicit confidence ; and 
dificult though it is to believe, I see no reason 
to reject it so utterly and immediately as at 
firat glance its sensational character might 
seam fo warrant. [tis nothing less than that 
a movement is on foot,to send a Japanese expedi- 

tion to the North Pole, According to my in- 
formant a namber of young men belonging to 
some of the leading scientific and political asso- 
ciations in the capital. have veceutly been debat- 
ing the causa of England's maritime greatness. 
The conclusion thay arrived at was that it is 
_ primarily due to the enterprise of ber naviga- 
tors in the field of exploration and discovery, 
since the days of Drake und Frobisher down- 
wards. .They contend that if Japan ever wishes

she must cultivate the same adventurous sp:rit.
